This 
information was given to a Capital 
reporter this morning on the best of 
authority. The false work across the 
Wolf Creek has been completed, the 
last piece of timber being put in place 
yesterday. This will permit of the 
laying of the track through the cut 
that separates Wolf Creek and the 
MeLeod river, and tthe erection of the 
steel bridge across the latter river will 
then conmmence. But dit will be well 
on toward the latter part of the sum- 
mer before this bridge awill be com- 
pleted and the construction trains en- 
abled to cross the McLeod and pro- 
ceed with the laying of the track fur- 
ther west. 

The May Construction Company 
have completed all their work at Wolf 
Creek and the McLeod and it will not 
be long before they will move their 
camp out to the Prairie Creck where 
they have the contract for the sub- 
structure work on ithe bridge there.

Things got to such 
a state that the vessel, instead of com- 
ing round Cape Horn, made for the 
Cape of Good Hope and put inio 
Cape Town. She caught fire while in 
port and when the cargo was re- 
stowed it was jumbled up in such 
shape that great trouble was caused 
when the vessel arrived here by con- 
signments getting mixed. As it was. 
immediately the Loudon Hill reached 
Victoria, the skipper was dismissed 
and Captain E. J. Locke asked to take 
command. On arrival here in the 
spring of 1908 the vessels spars were 
so sprung that she was practically 
re-rigged by the Victoria and Van- 
couver Stevedoring company and she 
was then ¢owed to the Sound but was 
two days late in arriving and therefore 
lost a charter.

At 
Montevideo the mate's leg was ampu- 
tated completely and after a stay of 
52 days for repairs the Loudon Hill 
resumed her voyags to Dublin and 
on November 3cth arrived at her des- 
tination and was handed over to her 
owners, E. F. & W. Roberts of Glas- 
gow, with her cargo intact.
